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TO  HIS  WORSHIP  THE  MAYOR,  ALDERMEN  AND

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  state  of 
the  Public  Health  in  the  Borough  of  Harwich  for  the  year  1972.  This 
Report  is  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Social  Security  Services'  Circular  l/73,  and  incorporates  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.  This  is  my  ninth  Report 
and  with  the  formation  of  new  District  Councils  in  compliance  with 
the  Reorganisation  of  Local  Government,  this  will  be  the  last  of  a 
long  series  of  Annual  Reports.  Medical  Officers  of  Health  lose  their 
present  functions  and  status  and  new  Community  Physicians  appointed 
under  the  reorganised  Mational  Health  Service  will  in  future  be  available 
to  advise  Local  Authorities  on  environmental  health. 

In  my  first  Report  of  1964  I considered  it  a privilege  to  take  over 
a department  in  which  a good  relationship  existed  between  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  other  Health  Services  in  the  area,  and  I expressed 
my  aim  to  further  this  relationship  and  to  co-ordinate  the  present 
tripartite  system  of  general  practitioners,  hospital  and  public  health 
services  in  the  district.  This  has  resolved  in  the  opening  this  year 
of  a general  practitioner  health  centre  combined  with  the  existing 
local  authority  health  clinic,  together  with  the  opening  of  a new  out- 
patient department  of  the  Harwich  and  District  Hospital.  I am  pleased 
to  report  that  Harwich  has  excellent  health  facilities  and  the  seeds  are 
sewn  for  the  reorganisation  of  the  National  Health  Service. 

I would  like  to  place  on  record  the  help  given  to  me  by  members 
and  officers  of  the  Council,  together  with  the  co-operation  I have 
also  received  from  the  local  General  Practitioners  and  Staff  of  the 
Harwich  and  District  Hospital.  This  is  extended  to  Voluntary  Welfare 
Organisations  and  the  Social  Services  Department.

(1)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Borough  holds  a 
similar  appointment  with  the  Harwich  Port  Health  Authority.

Furthermore , he  holds  the  appointment  of  Medical  Inspector 
of  Aliens. 

(2)  The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  carries  out  all  the 
duties  under  the  various  statutes,  including  refuse  collec- 
tion and  disposal. 

(b)  Laboratory  Facilities

(9)  School  Health  Services 

This  includes  routine  Medical  examination  of  school 
children,  together  with  special  examinations  and  follow-up 
re-examination  where  necessary.  A selective  procedure 
for  intermediate  examinations,  previously  introduced,  is 
now  in  force  in  all  schools  in  the  area. 


Children  found  to  he  suffering  from  defects  are  referred 
(after  consultation  with  the  family  doctor)  to  the  Specialists* 
Clinics,  for  imperfect  vision,  hearing,  speach  or  posture,  and 
mental  intellectual  or  psychological  defects. 

Dental  inspection  is  carried  out  once  a year  in  school, 
and  where  necessary,  is  followed  up  by  treatment. 
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(d)  Health  Services  provided  by  the  Hospital  Board 


( 1)  Harwich  District  Hospital 

This  contains  some  40  beds  of  which  10  are  in  the  Matern- 
ity Unit.  During  the  year  there  were  231  births  in  the 
hospital,  161  of  which  were  residents  in  the  Borough.  (in 
addition  83  Borough  residents  were  confined  in  Colchester 
Maternity  Hospital. 

(2)  Infectious  diseases 

These  are  accommodated  at  Myland  Hospital,  Colchester. 

( 3)  Venereal  Disease 

This  service  has  been  continued  throughout  the  year. 

(4)  Paediatric  Clinic 

A consultant  paediatrician  attends  on  the  second  and  fourth 
Monday  mornings  (by  appointment)  at  the  Harwich  and  District 
Hospital.  This  is  a service  under  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
and  children  may  be  seen  who  are  either  referred  by  the  General 
Practitioners  or  the  Local  Health  Authority  Medical  Officers. 

(5)  Geriatric  Clinic 

A consultant  geriatrician  under  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  holds  a clinic  on  the  second  and  fourth  afternoons  each 
month,  at  the  Harwich  and  District  Hospital.  This  is  by 
appointment  through  the  General  Practitioners. 

(e)  National  Assistance  Act,  1948»  (Amended  195l)« 

Under  the  provisions  of  these  Acts  the  Council,  through  its 
Medical  Officer,  is  empowered  to  seek  the  removal  of  necessitous 
cases  to  an  institution. 

During  the  year  no  action  under  this  Act  was  necessary.

WATER  SUPPLY 


Practically  the  whole  of  the  water  supplied  to  the  Borough 
was  obtained  from  the  Tendring  Hundred  Waterworks  Co.’s  Dedham 
Pumping  Station  with  some  assistance  from  the  Company's  sources 
at  Lawford  and  Stratford  St.  Mary. 

The  quantity  of  water  supplied  to  the  Harwich  District 
(which  includes  the  parishes  of  Ramsey  and  Lt.  Oakley  for  bulk 
metering  purposes)  in  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  December,  1972, 
amounted  to  256. 690  million  gallons,  an  average  daily  consumption 
of  0.701  million  gallons,  with  a peak  demand  of  0.832  million 
gallons.  The  total  quantity  taken  for  domestic  purposes  during 
the  year  was  191.834  million  gallons,  an  average  daily  consumption 
of  0.524  million  gallons.  The  total  amount  taken  through  trade 
meters  was  64.856  million  gallons  an  average  daily  consumption  of 
0.177  million  gallons. 

The  total  number  of  connections  (domestic  and  trade  made 
during  the  year  to  the  Company’s  mains  in  the  Harwich  district 
amounted  to  141 , making  a total  number  of  6,857  connections,  on 
31st  December,  1972. 

Approximately  IO46.74  metres  of  new  mains  of  2",  3”,  4"  and 
6"  diameter  have  been  laid  in  the  Harwich  district  during  the  year.

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PERSONAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 


The  following  information  regarding  Personal  Health  Services 
available  to  members  of  the  Public  may  be  of  interest %- 

(1)  Ante  Natal.  The  family  doctor  should  be  informed  as  soon  as 

possible.  Ante  natal  supervision  can  be  given  by  either  the 
family  doctor  or  by  the  midwife.  If  it  is  intended  that  the 
confinement  should  take  place  in  hospital,  this  fact  should 
also  be  intimated  to  the  doctor  as  soon  as  possible.  Book- 
ings for  the  Maternity  Unit  in  the  Harwich  Hospital  are 
usually  made  about  five  months  before  the  expected  date  of 
confinement  at  the  Local  Authority's  Health  Clinic. 

Relaxation  classes  are  now  held  at  the  Harwich  and 
District  Hospital. 

(2)  Infant  Welfare  Clinics.  These  are  held  at  the  Health  Services' 

Clinic  (407  Main  Road,  Dovercourt)  on  Monday  afternoon  and 
Thursday  afternoon.  Welfare  foods,  i.e.,  those  formerly 
supplied  by  the  Ministry  of  Pood  are  on  sale  at  the  Welfare 
Clinics  and  also  at  the  W. R.V.S. Centre , High  Street,  Dover- 
court. Infant  foods  and  medicaments  supplied  by  the  County 
Council  Health  Committee  are  available  at  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centres,  the  issue  being  restricted  to  those  who  are  regular 
attenders. 

(3)  Family  Planning.  The  Family  Planning  Association  (although  not 

under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Local  Health  Authority,  or  of 
the  Hospital  Board)  holds  sessions  on  Tuesday  evenings  at 
7 p.m.  (by  appointment)  at  407  Main  Road. 

A combined  Women's  Welfare  and  Cytology  Clinic  is  now  held 
on  the  second  Wednesday  mornings,  at  10  a.m.  (by  appointment)  at 
407  Main  Road.  This  service  is  under  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

(4)  Adoption  and  Boarding  of  Foster  Children.  All  requests  regarding 

adoption  or  the  fostering  of  children  should  be  made  to  the  Area 
Social  Work  Organiser,  Ellis  Road,  Clacton-on-Sea,  but  at  present 
application  for  child  minding  should  be  made  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 
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(5)  School  Clinic,  This  is  held  on  Tuesday  morning  at  the  Health 

Services  Clinic,  407  Main  Road.  Any  defects  (vision,  speech, 
posture,  etc.)  as  well  as  general  problems  with  children’s 
health,  can  he  discussed  at  the  School  Clinic,  and  if  necessary 
children  referred  to  the  Eye  Clinic  or  to  the-  Speech  Therapist, 
Physiotherapist,  etc.  Psychological  problems  are  referred  to 
the  Child  Guidance  Clinic. 

(6)  Dental.  The  School  Dentist  attends  at  the  Health  Services’ 

Clinic,  407  Main  Road.  Treatment  is  offered  following 
inspection  in  School,  which  takes  place  once  a year.  Urgent 
cases  can  receive  treatment  at  short  notice. 

(7)  Tuberculosis.  The  Chest  Physician  attends  at  the  Harwich  and 

District  Hospital  on  alternate  Wednesday  mornings.  ( Appoint- 
ment through  the  family  doctor.) 

(8)  Chiropody.  The  service  of  a chiropodist  may  be  obtained  as 

follows  s- 

(a)  Application  to  the  Family  Doctor  or  one  of  the  Health 
Visitors,  who  will  arrange  for  treatment  by  the  County 
Chiropodist. 

(b)  Application  through  the  family  doctor  to  the  Physio- 
therapy Department  at  the  Harwich  & District  Hospital. 

(9)  Home  Helps.  Application  for  Domestic  Help  should  be  made  to  the 

Home  Help  Organiser,  Social  Service  Department,  Ellis  Road, 
Clacton-on-Sea. 

Persons  desirous  of  serving  as  Home  Helps  should  write 
to  the  same  address. 

(10)  Care  of  the  Aged,  Infirm  and  Homeless  Persons.  This  is  the 

responsibility  of  the  Social  Services  Department,  Ellis  Road, 
Clacton-on-Sea  and  reference  to  the  Director  is  made  either 
through  the  Family  Doctor  or  one  of  the  Health  Visitors. 

(11)  Sick  Room  Equipment.  The  provision  on  loan  of  items  of  sick 

room  equipment  is  made  by  the  County  Council.  Application 
for  articles  should  be  made  either  through  the  Family  Doctor 
or  one  of  the  Health  Visitors,  or  direct  to  the  British  Red 
Cross  Society,  Manor  Lane,  Dovercourt. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT 
of  the 

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  part  of  the  Annual  Report  for 
1972.  This  report  is  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Social  Security  Services*  Circular  l/73. 

The  year  has  been  overshadowed  by  the  Reorganisation  of  Local 
Government,  Water/Sewage  Services  and  the  National  Health  Service. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  whilst  amalgamations  toward  better  efficiency 
are  to  be  applauded,  the  public  do  not  suffer  a lack  of  personal 
contact  with  officials,  especially  the  elderly  and  infirmed.  However, 
I am  certain  that  this  point,  amongst  many  others,  will  be  borne  in 
mind  during  reorganisation. 

With  regard  to  Harwich,  I would  briefly  like  to  review  the 
changes  in  the  state  of  the  Public  Health  of  the  town  over  the  years, 
in  this  year  of  change.  The  beginning  of  the  century  showed  a 
similar  population  to  that  of  today,  a somewhat  unusual  situation  in 
Gt.  Britain,  but  the  house  occupancy  rate  was  much  higher  with  much 
overcrowding.  The  town  was  also  more  dependant  on  the  military  with 
a strong  naval  and  army  presence.  Generally  over  the  years  the 
economy  of  the  town  has  drifted  away  from  the  armed  forces  and  towards 
increased  trade,  with  enormously  improved  environmental  standards.  At 
the  present  time  the  town  seems  poised  to  benefit  from  the  proposed 
development  of  Bathside  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  will  further 
provide  a stimulus  to  the  constant  development  of  the  town  and  to  the 
obvious  benefit  of  the  community. 

Whilst  much  has  been  achieved  over  the  years,  we  as  a community 
must  guard  against  complacency  and  accept  that  there  is  much  still  to 
be  improved,  particularly  with  regard  to  Housing  and  Waste  Disposal. 

Finally,  I would  like  to  place  on  record  the  co-operation  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  Staff,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
representatives  of  various  authorities  and  bodies,  without  whose  help 
and  assistance  the  Department  would  not  have  functioned  as  efficiently 
over  the  year.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


The  majority  of  the  Borough  is  sewered  with  outfalls  at  Harwich 
and  Dovercourt , with  primary  treatment  (sedimentation)  only  at 
Dovercourt,  and  part  comminution  at  Harwich.  Both  discharge  at  sea. 

The  few  remaining  properties  in  the  Borough  which  are  not  con- 
nected to  the  sewer  are  served  with  a cesspool  emptying  service 
operated  by  the  Council.  The  frequency  of  the  collections  was 
increased  from  twice  to  three  times  a year  during  1972. 

During  the  year  extensive  works  have  been  carried  out  by  the 
Borough  Council  in  relaying  new  trunk  sewers.  In  all  3,400  yards  of 
sewer  have  been  laid  and  it  is  proposed  to  enlarge  and  modernise  the 
Borough  Sewage  works  in  the  next  phase  of  the  scheme.  It  is  anti- 
cipated that  work  will  commence  on  the  sewage  works  early  in  1974* 

SWIMMING  POOLS 


Municipal  Swimming  Pool 

The  Swimming  Pool  was  open  during  the  summer  months.  The 
water  is  not  heated,  this  being  drawn  from  the  sea  and  treated 
by  pressure  filtration  and  break  point  chlorination.  The  flow 
is  regulated  so  that  the  water  passes  through  the  plant  every 
six  hours. 

Routine  residual  chlorine  and  pH  tests  were  made  and  samples 
taken  for  bacteriological  examination  at  the  Public  Health  Labor- 
atory, Ipswich.  All  tests  showed  the  water  to  be  of  a satisfactory 
degree  of  purity. 

There  were  30,480  admissions  to  the  pool  during  1972. 

Warner’s  Holiday  Camp 

The  Swimming  Pool  was  open  for  the  normal  season.  The  water 
is  supplied  from  the  mains  and  is  heated.  Treatment  is  by 
pressure  filtration  and  breakpoint  chlorination.  The  water  passes 
through  the  plant  every  five  hours. 
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Routine  residual  chlorine  and  pH  tests  were  made  and 
samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Ipswich.  All  the  tests  showed  the  water 
to  be  of  a satisfactory  degree  of  purity. 

Sir  Anthony  Deane  Secondary  Modern  School 

The  School  has  a small  plastic  lined  pool  used  for 
swimming  instruction.  Treatment  is  by  filtration  and  break- 
point chlorination. 

Routine  sampling  gave  a satisfactory  degree  of  purity. 
COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 


There  are  no  Common  Lodging  houses  within  the  Borough. 
PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


Being  a seaport  with  some  1,600,000  people  passing  through  the 
port  each  year,  many  of  them  by  car,  it  is  important  that  adequate 
Public  Conveniences  are  provided  in  the  town  as  well  as  for  the  benefit 
of  local  people. 

There  are  seven  Public  Conveniences  provided  in  the  Borough  and 
these  are  maintained  by  the  Borough  Engineer  & Surveyor’s  Department. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  vandalism  that  these  toilets  receive  will  not 
detract  from  the  efforts  being  made  by  this  Authority  to  provide 
improved  amenities  especially  with  regard  to  adaptations  under  the 
Chronically  Sick  and  Disabled  Persons’  Act.  One  Public  Convenience 
was  completely  renovated  this  year. 

DISINFESTATION 

A steam  disinfecting  plant  is  provided  and  maintained  at  the 
Council  Depot,  Main  Road,  and  although  not  used  as  much  as  in  previous 
years,  still  remains  a very  vital  installation,  when  required  after 
infectious  disease  or  other  complaints  require  its  use. 

Close  co-operation  was  maintained  with  the  Port  Health  Authority 
for  disinfestation  of  crews’  quarters,  bedding,  etc. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


I am  pleased  to  report  that  this  Authority  provides  a free 
service  for  rodents  and  pests. 

During  the  year  235  rats  were  trapped  and  poisoned.  393  Wasps 
nests  were  destroyed.  Pidgeons  and  foxes  were  not  the  problem  that 
they  have  been  in  the  past,  but  still  cause  difficulties  from  time 
to  time. 

Treatment  for  rats  and  mice  is  on  notification  by  the  public 
and  on  routine  survey,  however,  the  public  are  urged  to  report 
evidence  of  rats  or  mice  in  order  to  maintain  an  environment  free 
from  rodent  activity. 

No  evidence  of  resistance  to  poisons  has  been  encountered  to 
any  noticeable  degree,  to  date,  and  this  point  is  under  constant 
review. 

NOISE 


It  is  disappointing  to  note  that  again  very  few  complaints  of 
noise  were  received  by  the  Department,  especially  in  view  of  the 
publicity  given  to  this  subject  at  the  present  time. 

Whilst  little  can  be  done  about  the  general  increase  in  noise 
levels  in  society,  in  fact  some  sections  of  the  community  appear 
to  actually  desire  an  increase.  I feel  that  much  could  be  done  to 
reduce  road  traffic  noise,  to  the  benefit  of  many  members  of  the 
public  adjoining  through  roads. 

CARAVAN  CAMPING  GROUNDS 

There  are  three  caravan  sites  within  the  Borough,  totalling 
about  1,000  caravans,  the  majority  of  these  being  only  used  during 
the  summer  months.  However,  on  one  of  the  larger  sites  there  are 
approximately  40  caravans  used  for  residential  purposes.  However, 
this  number  is  reducing,  caravans  not  being  relet  when  families 
move  to  other  accommodation. 
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There  is  no  official  camping  site  within  the  Borough  hut  some 
unauthorised  camping  has  been  observed,  especially  during  the  peak 
of  the  summer  season.  However,  this  does  not  constitute  a problem 
as  yet. 

It  is  suggested  that  some  thought  be  given  to  camping  facilities 
within  the  Borough,  in  view  of  the  tremendous  upsurge  of  populatory 
in  outdoor  leisure  activities. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  Council  has  undertaken  the  collection  of  refuse  within  the 
Borough  and  a weekly  collection  is  made  from  domestic  properties  and 
twice  weekly  collections  of  trade  waste  are  made  under  the  Bulk 
Container  system.  In  addition  a free  special  collection  service  is 
operated  by  the  Council  for  bulky  and  unwanted  items  of  rubbish. 

The  polythene  bin  liner  system  was  extended  to  cover  the  whole 
of  the  town  during  the  year,  providing  a more  modern  and  a much 
cleaner  service  from  the  public’s  point  of  view.  This  Council  is 
the  first  authority  in  this  area  to  go  over  to  this  system  and  to 
date  is  operating  very  well,  refuse  collectors  no  longer  having  to 
carry  heavy  metal  dustbins  down  narrow  alleyways. 

Disposal  of  collected  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  the 
West  End  of  the  Borough,  where  some  seventeen  acres  of  land  are  being 
reclaimed  for  the  use  of  the  Borough  by  modern  land  fill  techniques. 
In  all  some  6,500  tons  of  rubbish  is  dealt  with  at  the  West  End  each 
year  and  it  is  pleasing  to  think  that  this  rubbish  is  helping  to  pro- 
vide recreational  space  for  the  public  on  completion  of  the  scheme. 

However,  some  misguided  members  of  the  public  still  will  not 
avail  themselves  of  the  services  open  to  them  and  continue  to  make 
their  own  and  everyone  else's  surroundings  untidy  by  indiscriminate 
dumping  within  the  Borough. 
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Provision  of  covered  dustbins 


The  Council  operates  a municipal  dustbin  service,  hiring 
containers  to  householders  at  an  annual  charge  of  38p  (plus  V.A.T.) 
per  annum.  The  total  number  in  use  to-date  being  approximately  837* 

Staffing 

Finally,  I am  indebted  to  the  refuse  collection  staff  for 
their  continued  co-operation  and  support  during  the  year. 

CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT  - UNCONTROLLED  DUMPING 


The  Council  operates  a special  collection  service,  whereby 
residents  of  the  Borough  who  have  bulky  and  unwanted  items  of  rubbish 
to  be  disposed  of,  have  these  collected  free  of  charge.  This  service 
is  in  great  demand  and  has  resulted  in  an  improvement  of  the  uncon- 
trolled dumping  in  the  Borough  Council  area. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  dumped  cars  again  increased  and 
99  cars  were  removed  for  destruction.  This  would  appear  to  be  part 
of  a national  trend,  as  Ministry  of  Transport  Testing  Regulations 
demand  higher  mechanical  and  bodywork  standards.  However,  the  Council 
operates  a free  disposal  service  for  residents  wishing  to  dispose  of 
their  unwanted  vehicles  by  taking  them  to  the  Council  Depot,  having 
made  the  necessary  prior  arrangements  at  the  Town  Hall.  Indications 
are  that  this  service  is  now  becoming  more  v/idely  known,  as  the 
majority  of  cars  were  brought  to  the  depot  for  disposal  by  the  Council. 

SALVAGE 


The  collection  of  salvage  is  still  discontinued,  it  being 
uneconomic  at  the  present  time,  however,  this  subject  is  reviewed 
periodically  to  ensure  that  any  upward  trend  in  salvage  returns  are 
not  overlooked. 

HOUSING 


During  the  year  the  Council  accepted  the  need  for  a review  of  the 
Housing  Stock  in  the  town,  and  it  was  decided  to  increase  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Department  in  order  to  evaluate  the  problems  of  the 
older  part  of  the  town.  As  yet  the  post  has  not  yet  been  filled. 
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There  are  5329  dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough.  The  Department 
has  pressed  ahead  with  the  Four  Year  Programme  agreed  to  by  the  Council 
in  1971  > and  so  far  the  total  action  is  as  follows s-

There  are  48  Overspill  bungalows  provided  in  the  town  as  part  of 
the  Greater  London  Council  Overspill  Plan,  and  the  Borough  Council  has 
provided  924  dwellings  over  a period  of  years. 


During  the  year  the  Current’s  Lane  Development  was  opened  provid- 
ing 19  units  of  accommodation, and  the  provision  of  much  needed 
accommodation  at  Crooked  Elms  is  awaited  in  1973. 


The  administration  of  Improvement  Grants  is  dealt  with  by  the 
Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  Department,  and  during  the  year  grants 
were  approved  as  follows!

In  the  Improvement  field,  I feel  that  much  more  could  be  done  to  stimu- 
late applications,  particularly  for  Standard  Grants,  to  reduce  the 
number  of  older  properties  in  the  town  without  fixed  baths  or  showers, 
the  lack  of  which  is  a great  inconvenience  to  householders. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  & RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1963 

The  registration  of  new  premises  under  the  act  is  a little  dis- 
appointing, the  fact  that  registration  of  new  businesses  employing 
persons  for  more  than  21  hours  a week  is  mandatory,  owners  not  usually 
being  aware  of  this  until  being  approached  on  the  subject.  The  owners 
of  businesses  must  be  made  aware  of  this  in  the  future  and  the  Depart- 
ment has  plans  for  more  publicity  on  this  subject. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Whilst  Harwich  is  regarded  as  being  outside  the  black  industrial 
areas  where  atmospheric  pollution  is  at  its  worst,  some  examination  of 
the  background  pollution  of  the  air  should  be  undertaken  to  ensure  that 
this  state  of  affairs  continues. 

During  the  year  22  visits  were  made  to  such  various  problems  as 
factory  chimneys  and  burning  of  waste. 

There  are  no  smoke  control  areas  within  the  Borough.

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POOD  HYGIENE 


Generally,  the  improvement  of  food  hygiene  standards  within  the 
Borough  continues  to  improve,  but  much  more  can  be  done  with  regard  to 
personal  habits  of  food  handlers,  and  in  this  vein  the  Council  organised 
a Food  Hygiene  Course  for  Food  Handlers  in  the  autumn.  The  course 
consisted  of  films  and  practice  notes  were  provided,  together  with  talks 
and  discussions.  It  is  hoped  to  extend  these  courses  and  may  be  of 
interest  to  housewives. 

With  regard  to  the  freshness  of  food,  open  date  coding  of  foods  is 
becoming  more  common,  and  is  warmly  welcomed  and  it  is  hoped  that 
legislation  wall  be  extended  very  soon  to  ensure  that  the  consumer  is 
able  to  observe  clearly,  dates  by  which  food  should  be  sold. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES 

With  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Milk(Special  Designation) 
Regulations,  I960,  on  the  1st  January,  1961,  the  licensing  of  dealers 
in  the  Borough  for  the  sale  of  designated  milks  became  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  Essex  County  Council. 

MARKET  STALLS 

The  open  market  continued  to  operate  on  Fridays  during  the  year, 
regular  inspections  being  made  to  check  on  standards  of  hygiene  etc., 
the  number  of  stalls  varying  widely  between  winter  and  summer  but 
never  dropping  below  an  economic  number.
